PANAMA CANAL. 


Not Big Enongh for Futore Ships. 


Washington, January 10. 

The War Secratars, Mr. Baker. intervirwed, ‘advocated 
the construction of a sea level canal in Panams or Nicarsgua 
as a supplement to the present Panama canal, “on the 
ground that fifteen years hence the latter will be inadequate to 
handle the word's commerce. Ha considered it more important 
commercially than militarily.
